Bend it back with instructions to the 
House conferres to stand firm against 
the Senate amendments was adopted 
enthusiastically and without division 
Mr. Wilson created a sensation at the 
close of his speech by reading a letter to 
him from President Cleveland of July 2 
which is an earnest plea for the reten- 
tion of the main features of the bill as it 
left the House, ani an appeal for the 
redemption of democratic pledgee, on 
which the party was again given power. 
He condemns in forcible words the cow- 
ardly surrender of the democratic prin- 
ciple of free material and denounces the 
protection offered the sugar trust in the 
bill as passed by the Senate, and which 
generally falls far short of the consum- 
mation for which we have long labored, 
for which we have suffered defeat with- 
out discouragement; which in its antici* 
pation gave us a rallying cry in our day 
of triumph and which in its promise of 
accomplishment is so interwoven with 
democratic pledges and democratic suc- 
cess that our abandonment of the cause 
or the principles upon which it rests 
means party perfidy and party dishon- 
or. There is no excuse, Mr. Cleveland 
says, for mistaking or misapprehending 
tne feeling and the temper of the rank 
and file of the democracy. They are 
downcast under the assertion that their 
party fails in ability to manage the gov- 
ernment, and they are apprehensive that 
efforts to bring about a reform may fail; 
but they are much more downcast and 
apprehensive in their fear that demo- 
cratic principles may be surrendered. 
The House heard the letter read with 
the most enthusiastic evidences of ap- 
proval, but the Senate, whose members 
feel themselves far above the people, re- 
garded it as impertinent and an unwar- 
ranted interference of the executive 
with the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment, a very dishonest and rotten 
excuse, since it is the president’s duty 
to advise and suggest needful legislation. 
Senator Vest had a spasm and others of 
“the grave and reverend Seignors" went 
into conniptions. Senator Hill embrac- 
ed the occasion to give Mr. Cleveland s 
action a quasi endorsement while at the 
same time driving the knife into his en- 
emy still deeper and giving it a twist 
while buried in his flesh. Traitorous 
democrats in the Senate say the bill 
shall be passed as they disposed of it, or 
no tariff law shall be passed this session, 
while the Honse will not agree to the 
one almost as bad as the McKinley con- 
cern the Senate would foist on the coun 
The situation is a most deplorable 
and unless there can Ire found a 
sufficient number of Senators who can 
see above their individual interests, the 
democratic party is doomed to another 
30 years’ existence on worse than husks. 
Unless the pledges of tariff reform are 
redeemed at this session, nothing in the 
future is so absolutely certain as that 
the party will not be able on account of 
an adverse House to do so in the next. 
For the sake of all that a democrat holds 
dear, It is to be hoped that the so-called 
democratic H.-nators may yet he 
brought to a realizing sense of the 
shame and dishonor they are bringing 
upon the party that has always stood for 
the rights of the few against the many, 
for equal rights to all and exclusive priv- 
ileges to none.
